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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The present Office Action is responsive to Applicant's Amendment filed May 08, 
2003. The Examiner acknowledges the cancellation of Claims 1-7 and the addition of 
new Claims 8-17 and 19-21. Claims 8-17 and 19-21 are now pending in the instant 
amended Application (Applicant should note that the number "18" was inadvertently 
skipped in the sequence of new claims; i.e., Claim 17 is followed by Claim 19. This 
error will be corrected by the renumbering of the claims by Examiner's Amendment in 
section 2(b), below). 


EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

3. Claims 8-20 have been allowed.

As to Claims 8-15, patentability resides in the combination of: 1) a front 
mechanical holder disposed at the front of the capacitor for attachment of the at least 
one electrical connector and measurement sensor; and 2) two side mechanical holders 
for mounting the capacitor to the base unit, one side mechanical holder disposed on 
and connected to each side of the capacitor, in further combination with the other 
limitations of base Claim 8. 

As to Claims 16-20, patentability resides in the combination of: 1) a front 
mechanical holder positioned at the front of the capacitor for attachment of electrical 
power connections; and 2) two side mechanical holders for mounting the capacitor to 
the base unit, one side mechanical holder disposed on and connected to each side of 
the capacitor, in further combination with the other limitations of base Claim 16.
